Engebret Xordsven, aged 64 years

the hilt of a large knife, and blood 
streaming from a deep wound Just J exr>res«ionW 
under the heart, and with the arter- 
in his right wrist severed. The 
old man* was taken to the Lutheran 
hospital/ but his recovery Is dispalr- 
ed of. 
Edwfn, the son, noticed a stream 
of blood trickling under the doors 
of his father's room, and entering 
hastily he found the old man lying 
In a pool of blood. When he asked 
what the matter was his father an­ 
swered weakly that he had had a 
hemorrhage. Just then the younger 
man observed the larg^ knife, and 
he immediately summoned a doctor. 
A few weeks ago the older man 
was sunstruck, and Dr. Smedal, who. 
attended him this morning, is inclin­ 
ed to the belief that temporary de­ 
rangement due to the effects of the 
sunstroke are responsible for the 
attempted suicide. 
At a late hour this afternoon It 
was announced at the hospital that 
Xordsven was resting 
easily, buT 
that there was little hope for his re­ 
covery owing to his heavy loss of 
blood. 
The knife with which the attempt 
at death was made was a homemade 
affair constructed from an old file, 
with a blade about four inches long.
